Soper, Murderer of Wife and 
Children on Trial. 


HORRIBLE MISSOURI TRAGEDY. 


SIX YEARS AGO HE KILLED HIS 
FAMILY AT ARCHIE AND ES- 
CAPED 10 OREGON. 


MARRIED A SECOND TIME. 


Then He Slew His Two-Year-Old Child 
‘and Confesses That He Meant 
to Kill Its Mother. 
:

HARRISONVILLE, Mo., Nov. 30.—E. B. 
Soper is on trial here for the murder of his 
wife and twWo children at Archie, this county, 
six years ago. The work of securing a jury 
to try the case is going on. The case has 
unusual features. Soper not only killed his 
wife and two chiidren at Archie, but by his 
own confession killed his child by a sec- 
ond wife in Oregon, and meant to murder its 
mother, but failed to carry out his plans. 

Some time during Tuesday night, April 
22, 1891, this man, a butcher by trade, 
turned his home into a slaughter-house. 
With an ax he literally pounded the life 
out of his wife and two innocent children, 
Maud, aged 5, and Gillis, aged 2 years. 
Maud slept with her father in the north 
room of the lit{le cottage, Mrs. Soper and 
Gillis in the south room, During the night 
the father and husband arosé and seizing 
an aX went to his wife’s bedside. No ove 
save Soper himself knows which one of 
the sleeping ones met death first. -The 
mother’s head was beaten to a pulp. One 
terrible blow, full in the face, crushed lit- 
tle Gillis’ face out of all semblance to hu- 
manity and ended his life. 

Returning to his own room the monster 
found Maud sleeping, with ‘her face to the 
illow. He struck her on the back of the 
head with the pole of the ax. It was deliv- 
ered with such frightful force that the little 
head was parted in twain. 

At 6 o’clock Wednesday morning Soper 
Was at the Missouri Pacific depot. He 
bought a ticket for Kansas City. 

The bodies of Mrs. Soper and the chil- 
dren were not found until three days after 
death. 

Soper left in his home after the murder 
a letter in which he explained that he was 
impelled to the deed by the shadow of a 
previous crime. ‘Eight years before he had 
been convicted of horse stealing and had 
served a term in the penitentiary. Since 
that time ‘his life had been a failure. He 
claimed that a man in Clay County had be- 
trayed him and added that he was going 
over there to ‘kill the devil.”’ 

Soper’s father was killed some years ago 
and he was suspected of that murder. 

From Kansas City Soper went to Oregon, 
where he was arrested at Portland in June 
of last year. He had married a woman at 
Portland who Knew nothing of his past. 
After his arrest by Prosecuting Attorney 
Lowe, who had trailed him from Missouri, 
he confessed that he had killed h‘s 2-year- 
old child by his second wife. He had sepa- 
rated from the woman and took the child 
with him. He said he threw the little one 
in the Willamette River. He had made up 
his mind to kill his second wife, but his 
plans for this murder miscarried.

A MISSOURIAN 


Five Hundred New Constella- 
tiens of Double Stars. 


A NEW VARIETY OF PLANET. 


DR. T. J. J. SEE’S SUCCESSFUL RE- 
SEARCHES AT FLAG- 
STAFF, ARIZ. 


FEATHER IN MISSOURI'S CAP. 


The Greatest Contribution to Southern 
Astronomy Since Herschel’s Sur- 
vey Made by a Mont- 
gomery County Man. 


Hurrah for old Missouri! 

Dr. Thomas Jefferson Jackson See, who 
reports what is regarded as the most impor- 
tant additions to Southern astronomy s.nce 
the survey of Sir John Herschel, sixty years 
ago, is a Missourian. 

He was born in Montgomery County 
thirty-two years ago, and his family is one 
of the wealthiest and most prominent in 
that county. He graduated at the M‘ssopri 
State University, won honor in Berlin, 
served as a professor in the Chicago Uni- 
versity and a year ago went to the Lowell 
observatory at Flagstaff, Ariz., io take 
charge of the double star observations, 
scientific world has been waiting anxiously 
for the announcement of the result of those 
observat.ons. 

An informal report was made Monday by 
Dr. See in Boston. A full and scientific re- 
port will be made in pamphlet form by the 
Missouri Scientist. 

Dr, See says that since August, 1896, he 
has discovered about 500 new double stars 
and has measured about 700 objects not no- 
ticed by previous observers. Many of the 
stellar systems discovered are large and 
brilliant, and possess the highest in- 
terest. He says that within the last year 
the Lowell observers have examnined no less 
than 60,000 stars. They have gone over 12,- 
ooo systems, Some of the new stars are 
very close together and are barely separated 
in the great lens. Others are unequal in 
brightness, and require the best atmos- 
phere for effecting a good separation. 

The discovery of these 6 ne double 
stars is accounted the most important con- 
tribution to Southern astronomy since the 
survey of Sir John Herschel, sixty years 
ago. One of these stars has been found to 
revolve only once in five years and another 
in about sixteen years. Both have become 
of the highest interest to observers. The 

lan of Dr. See is to prepare a great catu- 
ogue of every double star within seventy- 
five degrees of the South Pole and with 
this object he will continue his observa- 
tions for several years. 

One interesting conclusion Dr. See has 
reached involves a modification of the fa- 
mous ‘‘Nebular Hypothesis,’”’ which, for 
more than a century, has been accepted as 
the most reasonable theory of the origin 
of either stellar or planetary systems. The 
new double star discoveries are interpreted 
by Dr. See to suggest that the more usual 
method of the formation of a system or- 
iginally is that the central mass divides 
en masse. The satellite then begins life, not 
as an annular ring about the original body, 
but in nearly its original form. The rings 
of Saturn he regards simply as an excep- 
tion to the rule. One of the phenomenons 
suggesting this is the general inequality of 
the components of a double star system, 
Besides their orbits are, as a rule, twelve 
times more elliptical than the orbits of a 
planetary system. 

To a mathematician this suggests factors 
that have no place in the planetary system. 
One of these factors is the action of stellar 
tides which exert retarding tendency io 
and flatten the orbits, which originally may 
have been nearly circular. 

A phenomenon of great general interest is 
the twinkling of the stars so familiar on 
clear, cold nights. This, Dr. See says, 1s 
due to small waves or currents in the air 
about the size of an egg or sometimes even 
larger than a man’s hand. These little waves 
fill the air under certain conditions, as ona 
cold night, and imposing before the eyes, 
dart. the light from side to side, and in this 
way convert the light.of the star into colors 
or extinguish it entirely, The appearance is 
similar to light reflected from Wavy, Trun- 
ning water. Mr. Douglas discovered how to 
see these waves with a telescope, and Dr. 
See brings proof that they cause the twink- 


ling. 

Telegraphic reports state that the re- 
ported discoveries were all made through 
the twenty-four-inch telescope built by Al- 
vah Clark & Sons for the observatory es- 
tablished and ma‘ntained at Flagstaff, Ari- 
zona, by Percival Lowell. 

Conditions for telescopic research at Flag- 
staff are admitted to be superior to any

JOHN SHERMAN 
ON THE LIST, 


To Be Forced Out of the Me- 
Kinley Cabinet. 


DAY WANTS THE POSITION. 


OFFERED NOW THE ATTORNEY- 
GENERALSHIP, BUT THIS IS 
TO BE TEMPORARY. 


CAJOLERY IS TO BE USED. 


The Same Tactics Will Be Repeated 
Which Induced Sherman to 
Leave the Senate and Make 
Way for Mark Hanna. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. G., Nov. %.—Secre- 
tary Sherman is to be forced out of the 
Cabinet if possible. In previous dispatches 
to the Post-Dispatch this prediction was 
made. It is about to be verified. 

The President has tendered Wm. R, Day, 
now First Assistant Secretary of State, the 
position of Attorney-General, to succeed 
Joseph McKenna, pending the rearrange- 
ment of his cabinet. Judge Day will 
accept. 

The vacancy on the bench which will oc- 
cur Thursday, when Justice. Field’s resig- 
nation takes effect, will remain open until it 
has been determined which of the two cabi- 
net portfolios shall be given permanently to 
Judge Day. 

This will mean a delay of probably four 
weeks in the appointment of Justice Field’s 
Succcssor, 

Judge Day prefers to be Secretary of 
State, but will not refuse the Attorney- 
Generalship. He has no intention of go- 
ing on the United States Supreme Bench. 

Up to this time Secretary Sherman has 
given no intimation of a purpose to retire. 
He is contented with his position, and has 
on all occasions said that he had no inten- 
tion of resigning. 

And yet his resignation would make pos- 
sible that reconstruction of the Cabinet 
which would be most satisfactory to all 
concerned, and the practicability of such a 
course will, it is said on high authority, be 
urged upon him by many of his friends, 

Should such pacific measures fail there is 
little room to doubt that more drastic meas- 
ures will be employed. In thig event the res- 
ignation of Mr. Sherman would be an- 
nounced as a voluntary’ act, but all those 
who are familiar with ‘the Secretary’s in- 
clinations would realize that he had been 
forced into private life. 

There is no one conversant with practical 
politics who does not know that Mr. Sher- 
man was te, ey into becoming Secretary 
of State against his will in order that Mr. 
Hanna might: be appointed as his successor. 
It is intended to duplicate these tactics, 
and it is firmly believed that in. the end 
the Secretary will accept his fate with the 
docility which characterized his retirement 
from the Senate. 

Should Mr. Sherman, however, not prove 
amenable to “‘reason”’ and give evidence of 
a determination to publish broadcast the 
concealed history of the methods employed 
against him, the plan will be abandoned. 
Then Judge Day will accept the Attorney 
Generalship.

A LEGAL BATTLE GOING ON. 


Review of the Points Involved in the 
Case in Which the Claim Is Se» 
Up That the Law Is 
Unconstitutional.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. #.—The 
Case to test the conatitutionality of the 
Yeater State University echolarship en- 
dowment law of 189 came up in the Supreme 
Court to-day for argument. The respond- 
ents filed a motion to quash the writ and 
upon that issue the merits and demerits of 
the case were argued. 


. N, Judson and ex-Governor Stone of 
St. Louls appeared for the curators of the 
university, and the relators, W. W. Garth 
and L. R. Wilfley, were represented by W. 
M, Wililams of Boonville, F. M. Este, H. V. 
Watts and 8S. B. Jones of St. Louis and A. 
V. Hinton of Columbia, 

When the case wae called, Atiorney Wil- 
Hams stated to the court that it was the 
understanding of the couneel that each eide 
was to have three hours in which to make 
their arguments, but the court held that 
two hours to each side would be eufficient 
time and each side was limited to that time, 

The case was argued by Silas B. Jonea,who 
insisted that the endowment of the schol- 
afship was not for a public purpose; Mr. 
Watts, who insisted that the title of the act 
was defective, and Mr. Estes and Mr. Hin- 
ton of Columbia followed with arguments 
on the same side. Mr, F. N. Judson, who 
followed on behalf of the loard of Curae 
tore, defended the law and made a histort- 
cal argument showing the relation of the 
university to the State; that the endowment 
of scholarships was a proper function of unl- 
Versities; defending the collateral Inherit- 
ence tax as a legitimate means to that end, 
Ex-Gov. Stone followed this on the same 
Side and spoke in etrong terms on the 
amendment to the Yeater act in 1897. He 
also ,briefly noticed several ether peinta, 
Mr. iliiams closed the arguments ‘n be- 


mhalf of the relators in a strong speech, 


The court had. made special preparation 
to hear this case. The judges eat in con- 
sultation for two days previous to hearing 
the arguments. This being the case the 
court may be able to render a decision in 
a few days, but it will Il'kely require some 
time, as the scope is very broad.

Constitutionality of the Tax Law 
Called in Question. 


The collateral succession tax case now in 
the State Supreme Court its being watched 
by laymen as well as lawyers. No case of . 
amendatory act relating to the taxation of 
as great interest has been in the court ia 
years. 

L. R. Wilfley ts executor for the estate 
of Susan E. Spear. She died in St. Lou's 
in June, 1896, before the passage of the 
collateral inheritance. The proceedings have 
been in accordance with this act. But the 
executor did not base his appeal from the 
action of the Probate Court in levying the 
tax on this ground, He denied the courte 
right *o act on the sole ground of the al- 
leged unconstitutionality of the act itself. 

The levy proceeded and the executor was 
ordered to pay the tax in one year. The 
executor procured the issuance of a writ 
of certioror!. That certified the case to the 
Supreme Court of Missouri. 

The iaw gives the collateral succession 
tax to the State university. The curators 
of the university are asking the Supreme 
Court to quash this writ. Their counsel are 
Judson & Taussig. 

In thetr brief these counsel say that there 
is no “indefiniteness, vagueness, ome 
and uncertainty in the proviston for COl- 
lecting the tax.” nor does the law ttse® 
violate Article Il., sect’ons ® and 3 of the 
constitutian of Missourt and amendments 
V.and XIV.of the federal constitution. The 
title of the act is not a violation of section 
128 of article LIV. of the constitution.of Mise 
sourt, as alleged, they say. The taxes ime 
posed are for public, not for private pure 
poses, The legielation ts not for a class, 
Inheritance taxation is sustained by em nent 
American authority. It has recently been 
sustained in Illinols, Montana and Ohflo, 
If the original act was defective amende- 
ments in 1897 cured [t. 

Many authorities are cited to show thag 
the act does not violate the Missourt Cotte 
stitution. The omission of the word “efie 
dowment” from the act is not material. 
There are not two distinct titles. It is 
not necessary for the title to tell the meang 
by which the endowment ia to be accome 
plished. All may avail themselves of unle 
versity free echolarshipsa, and the univere 
sity is a State, not a private tnatitution,

For a while the dog seemed to enjoy the 
fun, but tiring of the teasing at last, grew 
cross and met all advances with surly 
growls. This frightened the girls and the 
majority of them retreated, 

L'ttle Lillian, unconscious of danger, 
walked boldly up to the animal and at- 
tempted to pat his head. With a snarl the 
dog snapped at the outstretched hand, the 
sharp teeth cutting deep into the. tender 
flesh. The child’s screams brought the 
mother, and the dog was driven away. 
There was but one deep incision near the 
thumb and a few scratches. After poul- 
ticing the wound Mrs, Ross went about 
her duties and Lillian apparently forgot the 
incident. 

No further attention was nald the injury 
until Sunday, when the hand began swelling 
and. the child complained of paing in her 
head. 

Fever also develop? during the day, and 
Sunday night the bawy was quite sick. 
She grew no better Monday. Several times 
the mother noticed the peculiar nofses, after 
the manner of growls, coming from the 
child’s lips. She began acting very queerly 
toward evening. Her limbs would jerk in- 
voluntarily, and the swelling of the hand 
seemed increased. 

Now thoroughly alarmed, Mrs. Ross took 
the baby to the North End Dispensary, 
where Dr. Randall made a careful exam'na- 
tion. He found fever, swelling and symp- 
toms of blood poisoning. 

The pains in the head, queer actions and 
curious sounds, the physician says, are in- 
dicative of rab'es, and make the case one 
for grave consideration. 

“Il do not say the child has or is going 
to have hydrophobia,”” said Dr. Randall, 
‘“‘but the symptoms are certainly there.”’ 
The dog has not been seen in the neigh- 
borhood since Friday, and the authorities 
have no way of determining its condition,

CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—Bones will form the 
chief feature of the second trial of Adolph 
L. Luetgert. Bones will be the main prop 
of the prosecution. Bones will be lugged 
into court to establish the corpus deticti, 
and State’s Attorney Deneen is hoping that 
he will be able to show in the new trial that 
the vat and the yards of the sausage fac- 
tory have yielded sufficient evidence to con- 
vict Luetgert. The prosecution is directing 
its attention mainly to the bones alleged 
to have been found near the scene of the 
supposed murder, and the testimony of new 
experts will be introduced to strengthen the 
case of the State. 

The prosecution is mysterious regarding 
the new evidence it intends to produce. The 
defense is equaliy reticent, though neither 
side fears the oF oc a new testimony, as the 
case will last lon@®@nough to enable either 
defense or progecution to get rebuttal tes- 
timony. ir. Déneen does not expect a jury 
will be obtained within three weeks. ‘The 
wide publicity given to the first trial and 
the interest taken in it by the people will 
make the work of the attorneys on both 
sides .much more difficult. Judge Gary has 
issued a call for 100 veniremen, but it is ex- 
petced this will soon be exhausted. As soon 
as the jury is sworn in both eides claim they 
will end the trial agony) as each has in- 
contestable evidence of the guilt and inno- 
cence of the accused, 

Luetgert alone is worried over the change 
of his attorneys. He did not like the with- 
drawal cf William A. Vincent. 

“Everybody talked about ‘Judge’ Vin- 
cent,” he moaned. “It was ‘Judge’ Vir’- 
cent this and ‘Judge’ Vincent that. When 
are We going to get rid of these ‘judges’ 
who argue cases? Now ‘Judge’ Harmon jis 
coming in, and I suppose I shall hear noth- 
ing but ‘Judge’ Harmon all through the 
trial.

Attorney Harmon was the former partner 
of W. W. O’Brien, the famous criminal 
lawyer, and Inspector Schaack said he 
would be a formidable opponent in the trial. 

The State hopes to finish the trial within 
five weeks, though it is said that Mr. Den- 
een has scoured the city for more experts 
on bones. The defense believes that the 
trial will take more time, and it {s reported 
that a big fight will be made over the se- 
lection of a jury. Attorney Riese does not 
want men On the jury who do not read | 
newspapers, and few who have read the 
papers have not formed an opinion as to the 
gu.lt or innocence of Luetgert. The gen- 
eral plan of the last trial will be followed 
by the defense, but every weak part will 
be strengthened. The comparison between 
the quick action in the Thorn trial in New 
York in the matter of getting a jury wil) 
have no effect in the Luetgert trial. Both 
sides recognize that the main point is to 
get a jury, and the strength of defense and 
prosecution will be devoted to this.

This is because of the clarity and purity 
of the Arizona atmosphere. Notw.thstana- 
ing this superiority of conditions it is con- 
sidered remarkable that such discoveries 
should have been made solely by means of 
the telescope. It is thought possible that 
a part of them were made by the use 
of the spectroscope, 

The professor of astronomy of the St. 
Louis University said: 

“Tl knew Dr. See was making these ob- 
servations. Astronomers are taking great 
interest in this line of research just now, 
particularly at Harvard. It was known, 
or believed, that there were many double- , 
star systems not discovered. Many have] | “<e > ; 
been seen, but it was impossible to decide 

accurately whether they were really double 
stars or.one star behind the other in such 
a position as to appear double. 

“This seems to be a very valuable con- 
tribution to science, but of course the value 
cannot be intelligently estimated until Dr. 
See makes a full report.’’ 

In addition to the new double star con- 
stellation discovered Dr. See reports the dis- 
covery of several objects that glow with a 
cull, brownish light. He thinks these are 
planets that shine by a reflected light, and 
are not self-luminous. They are unique in 
appearance and are at the limit of visian. 
The St. Louis University professor said he 
could not d.scuss these phenomena till he 
had seen a fuller report on them than has 
been made. They appeared to be an absolute- 
ly new and important discovery, 

As to the discovery of why the stars 
twinkle the St. Louis astronomer said tha‘ 
was a confirmation of a theory held for sev- 
eral year# by scientists. 

“Is it not astonishing,’’ the prefessor was 
asked, “‘that these discoveries should have 
been made through a 24-inch telescope in- 
stead of ihrough the Lick instrument or 
the big 40-inch Yerkes telescope?” 

“Not notably so. The full power of the 
largest telescopes is- rarely available— 
sometimes for not longer than half an hour 
during a year. Even when conditions near 
the earth seem favorable there may be dis- 
turbances in the upper currents. These 
movements are caught by the instruments 
and-interfere with the vision, just as the 
waves of heat radiating from this steam 
register obstruct the unassisted vision. The 
location of the Clark teléscope accounts 
for the discoveries made through it. 

‘Students of astronomy all over the world 
will await with interest Dr. See’s formal 
report.’’

The navy occupied the princ'pal place in 
the gpeech. The passage on this subject 
was as follows: 

“The development of the German Navy 
does not correepond with Germany's mis- 
sion at sea, and in the event of warlike 
complications it would not suffice to assure 
the security of the home pérts and coasts 
against a blockade or more extensive op- 
erations upon the part of the enemy. Ne- 
ther has it kept pace with the rapid growth 
of German transoceanic interests. While 
German trade is participating increasingly 
in the world’s exchange of merchandise. 
the number of our war vessels does not 
suffice to afford our countrymen abroad the 
measure of protection corresponding wth 
Germany’s position nor the support which 
can only be secured by a display of power.

The Plucky Criminal Will Fight Every

William, alias “Skippy’’ Rohan, murderer, 
highwayman, burglar and all around thief, 
{fs again behind the bars in St. Louis. He 
arrived from Chicago via the Wabash Rail- 
road at 7 p. m. Monday in custody of De- 
tectives Tom McGrath and Tom Howard. 

Howard is the Chicago officer who ar- 
rested Rohan about a month ago after ades- 
perate battle. Rohan looks well, but Is still 
very weak from the effects of his wound. 

A large crowd gathered at the Union Sla- 
tion Monday evening to get a glimpse of the 
notorious prisoner. When he appeared be- 
tween his custodiana the crowd surged 
around him. It required a dozen policemen 

keep them back. ‘

“I saw O'Malley climbing over the cells, 
he said, “and instantly realized that he was 
attempting to get out. I followed him, as 
I was ready to take any kind of a chance 
for liberty. I followed O’ Malley through an 
open door leading out of the bull-ring and 
into Waener’s house. We first tried # es- 
Cape by breaking the kitchen window, but 
a wire screen vrevented us. We then ran 
through the front door. O'Malley and I 
ran south to the’railroad tracks, where we 
separated.

JUDGE ROMBAUER’S POSITION. 


SAYS HE WILL REPLY TO THE 
LETTER AND * EXPLAINS 
HIs, ATTITUDE. 


NOT PERSONALLY INTERESTED. 


If Bland Is Ousted He Will Take His 
Seat, Then at Once File 
His Resignation With 
the Governor. 


The St. Louis Bar Association, at a meet- 
ing Monday night, adopted a resolution 
upon the line suggested by the Post-Dis- 
patch, declaring that “it is the sense of the 
association that in justice to Judge Bland 
and the dignity of the judiciary of this 
State an investigation of the charges should 
be made in that legal way best adapted to 
discover the truth or falsity of public 
rumors.” 

This conclusion was reached after a 
stormy session. The Grievance Committee 
reported recommending “that Judge Rom- 
bauer be requested to institute proceedings 
under the corrupt practices act for a thor- 
ough investigation. This radical course on 
the part of the association did not meet 
with the approval of a majority and the re- 
port failed of adoption after a three hours’ 
debate. 

Judge John M. Wood, who acted as the 
friend of Judge Bland, caused the following 


letter to be read, stating the judge's posi- 
tion in the matter: 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Nov. 27, 1897. 
Hon. John M. Wood of the St. Louls Bar Asso- 
Clation: 
Dear Sir—lI have been credilily informed 


that it is the purpose of some members of the 
St. Louls Bar Assoctation, at its meeting to be 
held on the evening of Nov. 29, to pass or of- 
fer to pass a resolution asking that proceedings 
be instituted against me to oust me from the 
bench of the St. Louis Court of Appeals. 

Under the corrupt practice act of 1898 the 
ney Greneral cahnot of his own motion in- 
stitute such a proceeding. This can only be done 
by him on the presentation of a petition made 
asd sworn to by the person who secured the 
next highest number of votes (section 10, acts 
of 1883, page 160). And this petition must be 
accompanied by a bond in the sum of $1,000 to 
eover the costs. In my case Judge R. E. Rom- 
bauer is the only person who is authorized to 
file the requisite petition and give the requisite 
cost bond, From what the newspapers have 
said, he has declared his intention to proceed 
against me by Niing his petition and bond with 
the Attorney General.

Briefly, the system is this: Young men 
under the age of 30 convicted of a first of- 
fense can be sent to a reformatory prisdén. 
A maximum eentence is imposed, but the 
erm is really determined by the prisoners 
themselves. They are graded, according to 
their conduct and work. They receive marks 
for their conduct and a prisoner is pro- 
moted accordingly. 

‘‘From the first grade they may graduate 
to liberty. Or from the first grade they may 
be set down to the second or third, and if 
they show no desire to reform they may 
serve the full sentence imposed, In the mean- 
time they are taught useful trades, and, 
when released, they are fitted to make their 
own living. The proof of the value of this 
System is shown by the fact that 82 per cent 
of released reformatory prisoners lead hon- 
est lives. On the other hand when this sys- 
tem is not in vogue, a large percentage of 
convicts become confirmed criminals. 

“It is not necessary to coddle. pris- 
oners, give them feather bede or hotel fare. 
On the contrary, the discipline should be 
as rigid as on a man-of-war, and,all com- 
forts should be fairly earned by Nard work 
and good conduct. 

“England has the best prison system in 
Europe. In our juvenile reformatories alone 
Wwe are ahead of England, but the system 
here has not been sufficiently extended, 
except in the Northern States. Our fail 
system ig abominable. I expect I shall find 
your jail here the very gate of hell. In our 
jails, which are supposed to be for petty of- 
fenders and prisoners held awaiting trial, 
Wwe have the young and old, the innocent, 
who may be acquitted on trial; old, hard- 
ened convicts, first offenders and witnesses 
unable to give bond, all associated together 
indiscriminately. This is a terrible evil, 
which can only be overcome by adopting 
the English system of separation. There 
no prisoner converses with or !s even al- 
lowed to see the face of a fellow prisoner. 
This.-not only applies to prisoners awaiting 
trial, but to all sentenced to two years or 
less imprisonment. In the penal prisons 
the men work in association. 

‘““Another great aid ‘to reform in England 
are the Prison Ald Associations, which ex- 
ist everywhere there is a prison. When a 
convict is released he is met at the gate 
by an agent of the association. If he de- 
sires to reform he ts given work enough to 
enable him to support himself until per- 
manent work is found for him. The em- 
ployer who takes him may pay him less 
wages, but he does not take him as with 
the :brand of Cain on him. He takes him 
with the full knowledges that he is an ex- 
conyict who wants to fead an honest life, 
and he is given a chance. He is not in 
danger of being hounded or blackmailed on 
threats of being betrayed to his employfr, as 
is the case in this country. 

“England is the only country which shows 
a decrease of crime. The Increase of crime 
in the United States is such a menace that 
unless it is checked. the end of the Republic 
is at hand. 

“Another potent cause of the {ncrease of 
cryme is in the interference of ‘politics in 
American cities. Petty offenders sent to the 
workhouse are speedily released on the pe- 
tition of the Alderman of their ward. They 
know they will be released and a work- 
house sentence has no deterring influence. 
So they graduate into confirmed criminals. 

“In England no prison official, from turn- 
keys up, is a political office holder. They 
are all under civil service. A candidate has 
to undergo an examination, not only as to 
his qualifications and fitpess, but also as to 
moral character. Once appointed they are 
kept in office through various administra- 
tions, until 6) years old when they are re- 
tired on a pension, 

“Another cause of crime in America is 
the delay in the executions of the law. In 
Fngland, for instance. a murderer cannot 
dlay final execution of the penalty for two 
Or three years of new trials, appeals to Su- 
preme Courts, and various technicalities 
and legal hair-splittings as he can here. 

“Where is the worst prison system 
the world?’ 

“The lease system in the South fs worse 
than anything in Europe—it is worse than 
Ruesia. When I exposed the Georgia sys- 
tem my report was very mild. The Gear- 
cia Legislature was indignant and appoint- 
ed a committee to d’sprove my charges.

From the e@tatements made in 
the newspaper, -I see that Police Judge 
Stevenson says Bines should have been 
taken before a higher court. Judge Steven- 
gon knows the law. 

“Regarding Col. Johnson's rule as 
by the police, I must gay that I 
believe it. I know Col. Johnson 

and I do not belleve he would make 
Buch a rule, because he is a man of high 
motives and he is a competent lawyer. in 
my practice and in my experience in the 
courts as an officer, I have never 6een 
anything to warrant such statement, 

“The policeman who arrested Bines should 
have applied for a warrant, if the case 
is as serious as is set forth here. Such 
a@crime should be punished. I say this in 
a general way, hypothetically, because I 
know nothing whatever about Bines. 

“When a felony case ts taken by the po- 
lice to Police Court it tg the duty of the 
City Attorney in that court to send the 
defendant to a higher court,” 

Bines will doubtless be the subject of 
inquiry at the next Grand-jury session.

John Richardson Explains That He 
Didn’t Expect an Attack 
From This Quarter. 


John Richardson was confident he could 
handle mules, and as a consequence he is 
laid up at the City Hospital with two 
broken ribs, a bad scalp wound, numerous 
contusions of the body and serious internal 
injuries, 

Richardson is colored, 68 years old, and 
lives at 1112 North Eighth street. He 
works in the National Stock Yards at 
East St. Louis and his duty is to trim the 
tails and manes of the animals. 

He has worked with mules all his life, 
and although he knew all about their 


kicking proclivities, he thought he was able 
to hold his own. The old darky told a 
reporter why he has changed his mind. 

“We get about 150 mules every day,” he 
said, “and clip their tails: and manes for 
10 cents a head. There are three of us to 
do the work and it takes that many to 
handie the mules. We turn the mules ]oosce 
in a ‘run’ and then let them loose one at a 
se in a big room where we do the clip- 
ping. 

“One of us takes a pole and ehoves it 
against the mule’s head until another gets 
a hold on the ears. Then we fasten a 
‘snitch’ around his Mp. This ‘snitch’ is a 
pole about four feet long with a noog6e on 
the end. The noose Is put over the mule’s 
lip and twisted until we have a tight grip. 
Then we hold him while the clipping is be- 
ing done. ,; 

‘““‘We use a pair of sheep shears in clip- 
ping the tail and a big pair of scissors to 
clip the mane. Of course the mules kick, 
but then we know how to protect ourselvés 
as a rule, and it ts not often ‘that they land. 

“Yesterday we had a big Montana mule 
tha: made lots of trouble. He was turned 
loose in the room and I had the pole, try- 
ing to shove his head against the wall, so 
my partner could put the ‘snitch’ on. The 
mule balked, but I kept on shoving. Finaily 
he reared up on his hind feet and turned on 
me. I hit him with the pole, but it never 
feazed him. 

‘“*‘When he sto0d up on his hind legs he was 
taller than I. He brought his front feet down 
on my head and knocked me flat. Then he 
jumped on me and pawed. Bofore my: part- 
ners could drive him off I thought he would 
stamp the life out of me. He snorted and 
kept pawing. He didn’t mind being beaten 
wit# the clubs and it was not until they 
threw a rope around his neck and calied in 
a dozen men ‘o help that they got him tied. 

“Mules are a heap more vicious and ugly 
than they used to be when I was on the 
farm. These mules from Montana are the 
worst. I reckon it’s because of the way 
they breed them, They get crossed so 
much that nobody knows what kird of 
stack they are. hey are big and strong 
and can be taught to work, but they can't 
be taught to forget to buck, balk and k ck.”

Another collec- 
tion was taken up and th‘'s one was buried 
Monday afternoon without ceremonies, at- 
tended only by its mother. Now there are 
five children remaining. all hovering be- 
tween jife and death.
